‘Plan Huge New 


House Democrats Predict 
Next Session Will “Act 
More Intelligently.” 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—An- 
other large new tax bill will 
have to be passed next year to 
pay for the unprecedented 
spending of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, the Democratic 
majority of the house ways and 
means committee admitted in re- 
porting on the 803 million doilar 
corporation surplus tax, drafting of 
which it had just completed. 

In referring to certain provisions 
of the bill, the 17 Democrats on 
the committee both startled and 
amused the Republicans by stating 
in the report: 

“This will take care of the Presi- 
dent’s request until the next ses- 
sion of congress, which can then 
act more intelligently in the light 
of the conditions then existing.” 

The committee’s apparent opin- 
ion of its own bill was elaborated 
upon by speakers of the United 
States chamber of commerce, meet- 
ing in the capital, who character- 
ized it, as well as other lRoose- 
velt tax measures, as “irrational, 
inequitable and a species of eco- 
nomic suicide for the nation.” 

Some of the conditions necessi- 
tating the “surplus” tax and other 
taxes to follow next year were in- 
dicated by Henry Morgenthau, ee 
secretary of the treasury, appear- 
ing before the finance committee of 
the senate after the bill had been 
passed by the house. He estimated 
that the deficit for the fiscal year 
ending June 30 next would be 5 bil- 
lion 966 million dollars, This was 
an amount greater by some 44 mil- 
lion dollars than the administra- 
tion’s total expenditures for the fis- 
eal year up to the end of April.

Measure Provides Local 
Control Of Liquor Laws 


Return of a large measure of 
control in the administration of 
state liquor laws to local commun- 
ities and re-establishment of the 
State Board of Equalization as a 
commission handling only tax 
laws, was recommended today by 
Senator Ralph Swing of San Ber- 
nardino, chairman of the Senate 
Liquor Investigating Committee. 

Senator Swing, whose legisla- 
tive committee has studied liquor 
eentrol problems for more than @ 
year, urged public support of the 
new Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Act, which will be submitted to 
California voters at the General 
Wlection. The act creates a State 
Alcoholic Beverage Commission to 
Ihave general supervision over li- 
| quor control, and constitutes city 
| council and boards of supervisors 
/as local liquor control boards. 
| “Tt became apparent early in 

our research that two main situ- 

ations must be corrected,” said 
| Senator Swing. “One was the fact 
| that local communities deserved a 
| greater share of jurisdiction in ad- 
| ministration of state liquor laws, 
and the second that the State 

Board of Equalization had too 
|many functions to give the time 
required in consideration of the 
problems of liquor control. 

“The results of our studies have 
been incorporated in the initiative 
amendment which the voters will 
pass upon at the November elec- 
ition. I feel it is imperative that

Farmers throughout California 
are preparing to organize perman- 
ent county agricultural conserva- 
tion associations for administering 
locally the farm program author- 
ized by the Soil Conservation and 
Domestic Allotment Act adopted 
by Congress in March of this year. 

Community meetings vgill be 
held at which a community com- 
mittee of three members and one 
alternate will be elected. One of 
three regular community commit- 
teemen will be made chairman. 

The chairman of all such com- 
munity committees in a county 
will constitute the county board 
of directors of the county agricul- 
tural conservation associations. 
This county board of directors will 
elect a county committee of three 
members, it being assumed that 
every effort will be made to elect 
to this county committee persons 


who as a group represent fairly 
the interests of the farmers in all 
parts of the county. 

The county board of directors 
will elect this county committee 
at a meeting to be held after the 
community meetings have been 
held. The county board of direc- 
tors will draw up plans for hold- 
ing “community work sheet sign- 
up days.” 

On the community work sheet 
sign-up day, all farmers who wish 
to obtain assistance in making out 
the work sheet showing their elig- 
ibility for participation in the ben- 
efits of the program can come to 
the designated place and secure 
such assistance. 

Any person who could become 
entitled to a grant under the pro- 
visions of the 1936 Agricultural 
Conservation program in connec- 
tion with farming operations in 
1936 on a farm located in the 
county, shall become a member of 
the county agricultural conserva- 
tion association on signing the 
register of members at the com- 
munity meetings. Any person who 
fails to file a properly executed 
work sheet for 1936 in the time 
to be fixed for such filing, will 
thereupon cease to be a@ member 
of the association. 

The county board of directors 
will elect a secretary of the county 
association, who, it is assumed, 
will soon become so familiar with 
the principles and details of the 
program that he will be able to 
assist all members of the associa- 
tion throughout the county. 

The farm advisors in the various 
counties, representing the Agri- 
cultural Extension Service of the 
University of California, will be 
available for assistance which the 
county associaton may ask them 
to give. Director B. H. Crochercn 
of the Extension Service is keep- 
ing in touch with the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration at 
Washington, D. C., which was 
charged by Congress with the

duty of administering the new 
farm program. 


The Soil Conservation and Dom- 
estic Allotment Act under which 
the new farm program will be 
carried out was adopted by Con- 
gress after the processing tax pro- 
visions of the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act were declared invalid by 
the U. S. Supreme Court in the 
Hoosac Mills decision of January 
6, 1936. 

The new farm program provides 
that the U. S. Secretary of Agri- 
culture may make grants of mon- 
ey to farmers who adopt practices 
which will conserve the soil as the 
fundamental resource of the 
American nation.
